I >E i( enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
^ with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
I!empt)i’al, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
ami by the authority of the same, ixs follows ; 

5 1. Thi.s Act may be cited for all pui’poscs as tlie Land Law 

(Ii'cland) Act, 1888, Amcndnieut Act, 1889. 

2. Section one of the Land Law (L’cland) Act, 1888, shall be 
i-c‘ud and construed as if the ■words “and no application under the 
“ sivid section made by any pci-son claiming as lessee under a lease 
10 c^xcculcd after the first day of Juno, one thousand eight 
“ lmnd]*cd and twenty-six, and before the first day of May, one 
“ thousand eight hundred and thirty-two, not containing a clause 
“ expressly authorising and cmpow'cring assignment, shall be 
“ disallowed on the ground that the consent of the landlord to such 
16 “ assignment has not boon given, made, or evidenced in the nniuner 
“ presenbed by the third section of the Act passed in the seventh 
“ ycaxi' of the i*eign of Ku^g George the Pourth, chapter twenty. 
“ nine, intituled ‘ An Act to amend the Ltxw of Leland respecting 
“ ‘ the assignment and subletting of lands and tenements,’ wheu 
20 “ the landlord has consented to such assignment, and such consent 
luis been established by evidence satisfactory to the court,” were 
inserted therein after the figures “ 1860 ”. 
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
